But he only shook the creature 
off into the fire and was unharmed. 
They expected to see him swell up 
Qr suddenly fall dead, but after wait­ 
ing a long time and seeing nothing 
unusual happen, they changed their 
minds and said that he was a god. 
The governor of the Island, whose 
name was Publius, had estates in 
that part of the island and he wel­ 
comed us and entertained us hos­ 
pitably for three 
days. 
Publius’ 
father happened to be sick in bed 
with fever and dysentery, and Paul 
went to see him and after praying 
laid his hands on him and cured 
him. 
After theat, the other sick 
people on the island came and were 
cured. They made us many presents, 
and when we sailed, they provided 
us with everything that we needed. 
Three months later, we sailed on 
an Alexandrian ship named the Dios­ 
curi, which had wintered at the Is­ 
land. 
We put In at Syracuse 
and 
stayed there three days, then we 
weighed anchor and reached Rheg- 
ium. 
A day later, 
a 
south 
wind 
sprang up and the following day we 
arrived at Puteoli. 
There we found 
some of the brothers, and they urg­ 
ed us to spend a wreck with them. 
Then we went on to Rome. 
The 
brothers there had had news of our 
coming, and came as far as Appiu’s 
I Forum and Three Taverns to meet us, 
} and when Paul saw them he thanked 
God and was greatly encouraged. 
When we reached Rome, Paul was 
given permission to live by himself, 
with a soldier to guard him. 
Three days later, he Invited the 
leading Jew s to come to see him, and 
when they came he said to them, 
“Brothers, I have 
done 
nothing 
| against our people, or the costoms 
| of our forefathers, yet I was turned 
over to the Romans as a prisoner at 
| Jerusalem. 
They examined me and 
I were ready to let me go, as I wTas 
innocent of any crime that deserv­ 
ed death. But the Jews objected, and 
I was obliged, to appeal to the emper­ 
o r —not that I had 
any charge 
to 
make against my own nation. That 
is why I asked to see you and speak 
with you, for it is on 
account 
of 
Israel’s hope that I have to wear 
this chain. 
“We have had no letters about you 
from Judea,” they answered, “and 
none of the brothers who have come 
here has reported or said anything 
against you. 
But we want to hear 
you state your views, for as far as 
this sect is concerned, we understand 
that everywhere it is denounced.” 
So they fixed a day, and came In 
even larger numbers to the place 
where he was 
staying, 
and 
from 
morning till night he explained to 
them the Kingdom of God and gave 
his testimony, trying to convince 
them about Jesus from the Law of 
Moses and the Prophets. 
Some of 
them were convinced by w-hat he 
said, but others would not believe. 
As they could not agree among them 
selves, they started to leave, when 
Paul added one last word. 
“The holy Spirit put it finely,” he 
said,” when it 
said to your 
fore­ 
fathers through tho prophet Isiah, 
“Go to this Nation and say to them, 
“Y’ou will listen, 
and 
listen, 
and 
never understand, 
And you will look, and look, and 
never see! 
For this nation’s mind has grown 
dull, 
And they hear faintly with their 
ears, 


And they have shut their eyes, 
So as never to see with their eyes, 
And hear with their ears, 
And understand with their mindg 
and turn back, 
And let me cure them !” 
“Understand then that this 
mes­ 
sage of God’s salvation has been sent 
to the heathen. 
They will listen to 
it.” 
So he stayed for two full years in 
rented lodgings of his own, and wel­ 
comed everybody who came to see 
him, preaching the Kingdom of God 
to them and teaching about tile Lord 
Jesus Christ openly and unhindered. 
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The Letter To The Romans 


Paul, a slave of Jesus Christ, call#** 
as an apostle, set apart to declare 
God’s good news, which he promised 
long ago through his prophets in the 
holy Scripture, about his Son, who 
was physically descended from David 
and decisively declared Son of God 
in his holliness of spirit, by being 
raised from the dead—Jesus Christ 
our Lord, through whom we have re­ 
ceived God’s favor and 
been 
com­ 
missioned in his name to urge obedi­ 
ence and faith upon all the heathen, 
including you who have been called 
to belong to Jesus Christ—to all 
those in Rome whom God loves, who 
are called to be his people; God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ 
bless you and give you peace. 
First I thank my God 
through 
Jesus Christ about you all, because 
the news of your faith is spreading 
all over the world. 
As God is my 
witness, whom I serve in my spirit 
in spreading the news of his Son, I 
never fail to mention you when I 
pray, and to ask that somehow by 
God’s will I may some day at last 
succeed in reaching you. For I long 
to see you, to convey to you some 
spiritual gift that will strengthen 
you; in other w'ords, that you and I 
may be mutually encouraged by one 
another’s faith. 
I want you to un­ 
derstand, brothers, that I have often 
intended to come to see you (though 
thus far I have been prevented) in 
order to produce some results among 
you, as well as among the rest of 
the heathen. 
I owe a debt both to 
Greeks and foreigners, to the culti­ 
vated and the uncultivated. 
So, for 
my part, I ain eager to preach the 
good news to you at Rome also. For 
I am not ashamed of the good news, 
for it is God’s power for the salva­ 
tion of everyone who has faith, of 
the Jew first and then of the Greek. 
In it God’s way of uprightness is 
disclosed through faith and for faith, 
just as the Scripture says, “The up­ 
right will have life because of his 
faith.” 
For God's anger is breaking forth 
from heaven against all the impiety 
and wickedness of the men w'ho in 
their wickedness are suppressing the 
truth. For all that can be known of 
old is clearly before them God has 
showm it to them. 
Ever since the 
creation of the world, his invisible 
nature—his eternal potver and divine 
character—have been clearly 
per­ 
ceptible through what he has made. 
So they have no excuse, for, though 
they knew* God, they have not hon­ 
ored him as God or given thanks to 
him, but they have indulged in futile 
speculations, 
until 
their 
stupid 
minds have become dark. They call­ 
ed themselves wise, but they have 
turned into fools, and for the splen­ 
dor of the immortal God they have 
substituted images In the form of 
mortal man, birds, animals, and rep­ 
tiles.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Full au­ 
thority for the director of the Veter­ 
ans’ Bureau to put into force a com­ 
plete administrative re-organization, 
both In the home office and in the 
field, Is proposed in a preliminary re­ 
port filed with the senate today by 
the special 
committee 
which has 
spent eight months in investigating 
the affairs of the bureau. 
Under the plan recommended the 
director would be enabled to estab­ 
lish rating boards in every district 
and sub-district to examine and rate 
claimants in person; to greatly sim­ 
plify procedure 
on 
appeal 
and to 
make radical changes in hospital ad­ 
ministration. 
This is only 
one 
of 
a score of 
recommendations made by the com­ 
mittee, which proposes a codification 
of all of the laws affecting the bu­ 
reau. regulating compensation for dis­ 
abled veterans, regulating w ar risk 
insurance of persons in the military 
service and providing for vocational 
rehabilitation of disabled veterans. 
“Codification of these statues is es­ 
sential” the report says* “and should 
not walt upon the completion of the 
com m ittee’s report on the m anner in 
which the veterans’ bureau has been 
administered in the past.”
